Tho Figures In New York. 


Chicago Ititer-Oconn, Nov. 10. 


The mathematical phase of the 


New York contest has an interest 
apart from the political feature. On 
Thnridnv the plurality of Cleveland 
in New York City was stated to be 
42,780, and hia plnrality in Brooklyn 
nt 15,15'2, a total in the two cities of 
57,938. 
It was then i» question of 


whether Bl nine's plurality in the 
state outside of Brooklyn and New 
York would be larger or smaller than 
Cleveland's plnrality in the citien. 
It was not until over 1,800 of 1,092 
districts had been heard from that 
Bhiinn took the lead in the state. 
When 1,847 districts had reported he 
was loo votes ahead of Cleveland 
with 115 districts not counted.

three weeks. The gentlemen are gener- 
ally opposed to the proposition suggested 
some months ago, which was to erect a 
monument in the center in memory of 
soldiers of Maoon county who went forth 
to battle and lost their livei in put- 
ting down the Rebellion, They think 
the monument is all well enough, bnt be- 
lieve it ought to be put up in the ceme- 
tery or in the city park, where there are 
several good and more appropriate sites 
for inch a ihaft. They think a monu- 
ment in the old square would be entirely 
out of place. It is suggested by them 
that the center be used as the site for an 
electric light tower 125 feet high, with 
four to a half dozen lights, sufficient to 
satisfactorily illuminate the business part 
of the city an area of one mile in diame- 
ter, It is also suggested that a pretty 
band stand be constructed at the base 
of the tower, and it be protected by the 
construction of an iron fence around the 
circle, which will be 40 feet in diameter. 
The top of the tower would be about as 
high as the Stapp's Chapel spire, which 
is the same height as the smaller one at 
the First M. E. Church. The estimated 
coat of the proposed tower is in the 
neighborhood of $1,000, and the city and 
property owners would have to pay for 
the tower, band stand and foundations. 
This is a matter of public interest and 
will no doubt be generally and favorably 
discussed, It is understood that no steps 
have yet been taken to raise funds for th« 
soldiers' monument other than to outline 
a plan and suggest means of raising the 
required amount by general subscription.

A swarthy-complcxioncd man 


gray liair nnd binooth face, nnd rather 
roughly but comfortably dressed in 
regulation style, attracted tho attention 
oflv Jhkpatch reporter yestoitlay aftcr- 
or noon. Ho was no oilier than Thomas, 
"Rusty," La>ton, a noted PiUsburgher, 
who is well known to old residents, hav- 
inn- been connected with the post-ollico 
ami different news]>apers before tiio 
war. 
Of a roving disposition, during 


tho last twenty-seven years Mr. Layton 
has visited almost every part of the civ- 
ili/ed world, and a great many parts 
which are not eivili7ed. He liab just re- 
turned from a three years' sojourn in 
Mexico and portions oi tho West. Afler 
visiting his friends in this city and Johns- 
town ho will return to Mexico. Dunns; 
a lengthy conversation tlio old traveler 
related some of his experiences in the 
land of the Aztecs. 


"I am lifty-one years of asjo, 
said 


Mr. Layton, "but in reality I feel as 
though I had lived one hundred. In 
18811 left this city, going first to Pueblo, 
Col., and from there penetrated into 
the Gienna Mountains, in New Mexico, 
where 1 assisted in sotting up tlio lirst 
stamp mill ovor erected in that region. 
Together with a number ot Mexicans 
I camped out (here all of the winter of 
1881-'82, and it was there that I first 
saw Victorio, Chief of the Apaeho In- 
dians. 


"One day in January, when tho snow 


was eighteen inches doe)), an Indian, 
with his squaw and ehiltl, applied at 
our tent for shelter, which was gum 
them. They remained with us lor :i 
week. At tlio end o{ that time wo wen- 
surprised to see three hundred Apaelio 
Indians come into our camp. Tlie In- 
dian who had found shelter with us 
came forward, welcomed the bra\cs 
and told us he was their Chief. In 
other words, we had been sheltering the 
prcat cliief and warrior, Victorio, and 
did not know it. Wlnlo wo remained 
in tho ramp, until late in tho spring, the 
Indians were very kind to us, and as 
gamo was very scarce the provisions 
they supplied to jis wore very arecpi.i- 
ble. A short time aftrr thai, or in the 
summer of lH8i!, I wont to work as a 
cowboy oil the ranch of '])oc' Blacking- 
ton, 
forty-three miles fvomSororio, rtluo 


in New Mexico. 
Blackington was aftor- 


wartls Ijnchcd for m.trdor and cattle- 
htcaling. 
IIo eamo from Maine and 


married a half-breed Choctaw squaw, 
whoso sister w 
Oistmbtiuss and tele- 


graph operator 
Socorro. 
In tho lat- 


ter part of August Blacknigton nnd 1^ o 
other ranchuros started out on n cattle 
drive. Blackiugton and one of tho cat- 
tlemen killed tlio third. Blackington 
then murdered his partner in crime and 
drove all the cattle to Arizona, where 
lie sold them. Tho murders were dis- 
covered, and one night early in Septem- 
ber vigdauMs surrounded the ranch to 
lynch him. 
His wife and her sister 


stood gnard ovor him with rifles, and 
expressed a determination to shoot down 
tho first min who would lay hands on 
him, 
promising, however, to surrender 


him to the Sheriff next morning, which 
they did. He was locked up in tho jail 
at Bocorro, but was taken out the same 
day, in company with the notorious Joe 
Fowler, who was indicted for the mur- 
der of twenty-thrco men in Socorro 
County, and tho two were hangod to a 
cottonwood treo in the corner of the 
jail-yard, -which was surrounded by an 
•dobo wall. 


"Fearful that I might also bo ar- 


rested, as I had been an employe of 
BlackiDgton's, I left on the Cocheo trail 
for Mexico next day. It was Sunday 
morning, and I walked with my bag- 
gage strapped on a burro, or Mexican 
donkey, and from that time until the 
Wednesday following I never tasted 
water. The first night out I lost the 
trail, and, with the exception of a few 
minutes now and then to rest, traveled 
incessantly until Wednesday noon with- 
out finding the trail or a drop of water. 
It was the dry season of the year, and 
even the little streams in the canyons 
were dried up. We had just reached the 
entrance to the canyon and I laid down 
to give up th« fight for life, when the 
burro started off at full speed. 1 know 
at once what it meant The animal's 
instinct was bettor than mine, and he 
was going to where there was water. I 
followed up the canyon, and, after go- 
ing about two miles, came to a little 
pool of water. In my condition I dared 
not trust myself to drink much, so, 
procuring some tea from the supplies 
on the burro, which had stopped as 
soon as he reached the pool, I made 
some tea and drank a very little of it, 
and then rested. I remembered noth- 
ing more, and when my reason was re- 
stored, three months later, I found my- 
self in the hospital of the Sisters of 
Charity at Santa Fo. Two Mexicans, 
also in search of water, had found me a 
raving maniac near the pool of water in 
the canyon, and had kindly cared for 
me and took me to the hospital, nearly 
ninety miles away. 
After I recovered I 


went down into Meiico, where, I will 
acknowledge, I led a pretty wild life.
